The most interesting new clandestine station of 1988 has returned to the air. Radio Patria Libre was 
first noted in the fall of 1988 with an excellent signal on 6765v KHz. Their nightly anti-Colombian 
programming was DF-ed by various sources to actually be coming from a transmitter QTH in northern 
Colombia. This is very unusual for a clandestine station; most clanedstine broadcasters use transmitter 
sites located outside their target country. For several weeks this station blasted away without any 
evidence of a successful bust by the Colombian government or army. However, in early 1989 its signal 
vanished, and it has been missing in recent months. 

vith several Radio Patria Libre ID'S on May 7 
signal was not as strong as it had been in the 
d long Spanish language talks in opposition to 
the Colombian government. At signoff, a female announcer joined a male announcer with a full station 
identification, but their usual anthem was cut off about midway through the rendition. The station's 
new operation incorporated a slight musical format shift. Their latin folk tunes are now played all the 
way through, instead of the short music riffs that they always broadcast abetween talk segments during 
1988. 

I have not yet seen a valid address for Radio Patria Libre that has produced QSL's, but it is now back 
on the air, and it is well worth a listen. 



Our clandestine QSL expert Bob Ross of Ontario checks in with two more good ones. Bob got an 
unsigned no data white and brown map card from Radio Free Afghanistan VIA Portugal. The card came 
in one month for a logging on 9555 KHz, with the Portugal transmitter site indicated on the card. Bob's 
log came on March 13 at 0245 UTC with a fair signal, parallel to 11825 KHz in Pashto and Dari 
languages. Male and female announcers, string music, and time pips to 0300 UTC were heard by Bob. 
QRM from WYFR made reception difficult. This Portugal relay is over the transmitters of Radio Free 
Europe. 

Bob also pulled in a large full data map card in six months from the Voice of the Libyan People. A 9500 
KHz reception produced the card per Bob's report. He sent USA mint stamps, and the QSL arrived with 
a postmark from Louisville, Kentucky. The verification signer's name was iUegible, but the card also 
came with a pamphlet about the National Front for the Salvation of Libia. Bob sent the report through 
the following address: "Al-Inqud," 323 South Franklin, Box A-246, Chicago, Illinois 60606. This one is 
obviously worth a try by the rest of us, particularly given the United States QSL address and the 
opportunity to use USA stamps for return postage. Congratulations go out to Bob for two more good 



RADIO TRUTH 

This South African-sponsored anti-Zimbabwe station is being well heard again. It is in English, and it 
therefore makes for fascinating listening by those of us who are not multilingual. Bob Ross picked them 
up on March 27 between 0443-0455 UTC on 5015 KHz. Male and female announcers discussed various 
political obstacles in Zimbabwe. Their 60 meter signal is easy to find, although the signal quality seems 
to vary over time from poor to good. In the past I have heard them using A3H modulation (upper 
sideband with a reduced carrier and no lower sideband). They do QSL, and they are a good station to 



LA VOLX DU SAHARA LIBRE 

Bob Ross forwards another clandestine log for a station relayed over a legitimate SWBC transmitter. 
He picked up clandestine programming from La Voix du Sahara Libre on March 1 from 0157-0200+ on 
15215 KHz. This French language station is relayed VIA Algeria transmitters. Bob heard an interval 
signal at 0157, followed by an ID of "Ici La Voix du Sahara Libre," frequencies, and an anthem. 
Unfortunately, the Voice of Free China clobbered them with a Spanish language program at *0200. Bob 
notes that this was an unusual time for the clandestine programming relay that he was previously 

VOICE OP THE KHMER 

Bob also reports a third SWBC clandestine relay this month. He picked up the Voice of the Khmer on 
6325t KHz on March 15 at 1225-1233 UTC. THis one is relayed in the Khmer language VIA transmitters 
in Thailand. Talks by a YL and stringed music were heard, although the signal rapidly faded during the 
time that Bob monitored them. 

RADIO QUINCE DE SEPTTEMBRE / RADIO UBERACION 

I still am hearing this Contra anti-Sandanista station on 6214.4 // 5929.4 KHz around 0000 UTC, despite 
the virtual demise of the Contras an an effective military force in Nicaragua. However, Gerry Dexter 
has some fascinating information direct from this station in the April 1989 issue of his Clandestine 
Confidential newsletter. Gerry reports that Alfredo Cesar, who is a high-ranking Contra official, said 
on March 28 that the Bush administration has cut more than half of the Contra's traditional $400,000 
monthly subsidy to civilian Contra leaders, and that it has eliminated payments for all Contra political 
operations. Four Central American Contra offices have been closed, and Radio Liberacion's operations 

Gerry asks if anybody has noticed any effects of this budget reduction on the operations of Contra radio 
stations. I certainly have not. Gerry also points out that given the possible demise of this set of stations, 
now would be a good time to try and QSL them. The stations have recently been verifying VIA Centro 
de Informacion y Evaluacion, Apartado 348, 1200 San Jose, Costa Rica. 

RADIO PARABUNDO MARTI 

Gerry Dexter also had fascinating data in the April CCN about Radio Farabundo Marti, one of t:ie 
leftist anti-El Salvador clandestines heard daily in the mornings and evenings jumping around in the 
vicinity of 6600 KHz. At a late March Chicago DX fest, Gerry heard a talk by Jaime Suriano, a station 
representative. Suriano has claimed variously that the station transmitter runs 50, 400, or 1,000 watts, 
and is frequently mobile. Suriano also claims that the station's frequency jumps in mid-program are 
made to avoid a phony "black" Radio Farabundo Marti, which possibly might be connected to the "Radio 
Cutada" station mentioned in recent A*C*E "Free Air" issues. Suriano also claimed that the times and 
frequencies of the jumps are published and distributed to listeners. This seems a silly practice, since 
any jammers could also make good use out of the published frequency jump schedule.

LAST MINUTE INFORMATION 

On Monday, May 22, La Voz de Alpha 66 was busted by the FCC! According to Bob Wilkner of Florida 
in the May 25 Numero Uno bulletin #1011, the Spanish language edition of the Miami Herald (titled El 
Nuevo Herald ) reported the bust. The station has operated for years from somewhere in the Miami area 
with its nightly anti-Castro programming on 6666.6 KHz. The station had been previously busted in 1982, 
but in recent years it had broadcast without interference from the FCC. According to the newspaper 
account cited by Wilkner, a man named Diego Medina was arrested during the bust. The newspaper also 
quoted a station spokesman who said that the clandestine broadcaster would return to the air, despite 
the bust. 

Your editor has received earlier information from two veteran and reliable (but anonymous) sources that 
this station was in fact among those clandestine stations that have been broadcasting from Miami area 
QTH's. But, these reporters requested that this information not be printed until additional information 
was-uncovered in the future. The Miami newspaper account of the bust puts the matter into the open.
